A PHIL.ANTHBOP1O MOVEMENT. 


OrgmilKiition of a New Society for the 


City— TUe OfllcerB. 


On Ii'i idiiy night Inst at u mcctiuK held 


on tho East Hide, au organization wns 
formed which IB hereafter to bo known na 
"St. George's (hiild." The otliocrs elect- 
ed were: Master, Kev. 8. DeL. Townsend; 
Wnrdon, Dr. A, i). Uridgcmim ; Almoner, 
Mr. II. M. Pnlcn; Clerk, Mr. A. Hubbell. 
Tho objects of this r.suooiation aro to pro- 
mote the intei-cata of all the pooplo of thftt 
vicinity: First, by the ontiiblniliment of u 
free night school; Becoudly, by opening a 
free reading room, mid thirdly in niaiu- 


u n fieo sowing school for girls. To 


anyone who knows tho needs of thoae liv- 
ing in that quarter of tho city, snob n 
movement will he.artily commend itself. 
There aro a gioal miiuy young boys uud 
young men who for wimt of daily bread 
uro foiled into ti struggle tor bnro wiimnl 
exiutoncc, wliich precludes auy chiiuco of 
aelf improvement nH'orded by the pulilio 
nnthoritiuH. At the same time it is ovi- 
dent that mcanH for such an enterprise 
cannot be ruiscd entirely in that section 
oC the city. A friend of iho society ar- 
gues- Dooatur has a large laboring popu- 
lation which ia rapidly inoioasing, and 
even now measures are being taken by 
certain capitalists which will materially 
ntldto this inuiense. Tho lino is daily 
more distinctly drawn between the two 
classes of people tho omployem und 
laborers- until now the East Hide IB rec- 
ognized us quite distinct, H iciully, from 
other iiuartors of the city. 


Tlu) question now mines: "What aro 


tho citineiiH of Deoiitur doing to iimehor- 
nto tho condition of the laboring rliUMteH/ 
Are tl>e> going to neglect them, and wait 
till such u timo when tlio pioblem be- 
romeH morn complicated nnd vexing? Are 
they going te save tho penny now, and in 
the end bo obliged to pny the pound? Tt 
may bo that these people have no nghts, 
no chums upon our attention, after they 
receive tlio wnges of their labor, hut is 
it expedient to leave tho mutter there.' 
[lava wo no interest iu the condition of 
these people? Does it make no diller- 
enco to us whether their children are edu- 
cated to bccoino quiet, orderly, reputable 
citizens, or allowed to grow up in igno- 
rance, feeling that ovory man s liand is 
nguhiht thorn, and that their conduct IB a 
mutter of indilloreuce '' It they iiro thus 
neglected is it any wonder that comnm- 
niBtic or .Nihilistic sentiments should llnd 
fertile soil ?

The experience of other oitieB in tins 


respect ought to toaoh IIH u lesson, and 
it HCIISO of duty him no weight, ut leant 
the thought of increased taxation for the 
support of au iueieased constabulary for 
protection of lifo and property, will inlln- 
cnco Bonio. These people have fully dem- 
onstrated their deBiro tor moana of nn- 
provomeut, nnd their willingness to do nil 
in their power in the way of co-operation. 
Tins problem, as to tho innnuorof dealing 
with tho laboring classes, has found a 
solution not only iu Knglmh cities, but 
also it) the larger eitiea ou our Atlantic 
coast.

Imports of Gold. 


New York llorald. 


Tho rate of exchange has fullon to 


a point at which it will pay to im 
port gold. Should the rate continue 
BO, large importatioiiB will donbtleus 
bo naado, an there IH a heavy trade 
balance dne this country by Jjnrope, 
and thero is little opportunity for it 
to be settled by other means. Al- 
ready there are small lots of gold on 
their way here; but every further 
importation will be closely watched 
on the other aide, nnd should the 
flow tend to become steady bank 
rates will harden there. It is but 
natural that a nation which is in- 
creasing in wealth and population as 
rapidly as is the United States should 
require B constantly 
increasing 


amount of coin; and tho great facil- 
ities for exporting whnt other nations 
want give it a command over the 
stock of precious metals in the world. 
13nt it is also true that England, 
Franco and Germany will part with 
their gold reluctantly, and will use 
every legitimate moans to retain the 
reserves they now hold. To them a 
large export of gold is n,serious mat- 
ter, and in the event of such a move- 
ment we shall doubtless have a revi- 
val of the feats of 1880 and 
1881, 


and the question of standards, the 
appreciation of gold and like matters 
will again come up for settlement. 


A PENNSYLVANIA scientist accounts 


for earthquakes on the hypothesis 
that tbe infernal region is only a few 
miles below the surface of the earth.

The Coroner's Jury Doesn't Know 


THD VHRDIOT OP THE JURY. 


Want a Decatur Man Saw the Saturday 


Before tbe Butchery.

LINCOLN, lit., Nov. 1 -1 p. m.—Tho 


coroner's jnry mot agmu this morning 
pursvmut to adjournment, bnt after a abort 
deliberation, tlie doors were closed and 
tbe inqnisitorial six retired to make up n 
verdict upon the tangled evidence bron^M 
before tLem. None of those expected to 
testify were called to-dny, dud so tlio jury 
has no testimony upon which to bnse n 
verdict Inter than thnt hoard lust Fridny. 


State's Attorney Forrest (jot home from 


Iow» laat evening, and hud nothing to say 
in reference to his trip, except thnt his 
trip didn't result in anything against 
Carpenter. 


The reporters and people generally arc 


anxiously waiting to hour the verdict, 
whatever it may be. It is claimed thnt 
there are two Jmen on the jury who arc 
close friends of Carpenter, nn<| thnt tuny 
will not vote thnt he bo held to await the 
action of the grand jury, But it is not 
necessary that the verdict be reached by 
a unnnimonB vote. A majority vote will 
decide tbo matter so far us making up n 
verdict is concerned. 


Many speculations are afloat as to 


what the jury will do, and there is gen- 
eral talk on the streets us to the signifi- 
cance of the verdict, 
fn cauo Carpenter 


is not named in the verdict, his conned 
will nt once demand a hearing before a 
justice on the charge preferred against 
him in the state warrant sworn out by 
Attorney Forrest, on which he was iir- 
rested and lodged ia jail. But if the jury 
finds thnt Mias Burns came to her death 
at the hands of Mr. Carpenter then the 
only way to secure an investigation as to 
the facts in the case will bo to petition 
for i writ of hal)M.t corpus and get the 
matter before a circuit jndgo within this 
judicial district.
